turtiM forthwith, leaving Berenguella with 
the Queen Dowager of Sicily y her Daughter, 
who was to acc»mpany the King, her Bro- 
theri to the Holy Land, Imniediately after 
Eleanor's Departure, Richard put to Sea with 
his Fleet : But as they were rowing betweca 
the Iflands of Cyprus and Shades, a fudden 
Storm arofe, which di/pcn'd the Ships, and 
droye pare of them on Shore on the Coaft 
iiiCypms* . Ifadc, though then King of that 
Iflc^ was a covetous, cruel, and brutiih MaUi 
and {o inhumto was he^ that, inftead of 
aflifting the £flg/i/& that ^ere f|raiided juft by 
the Port ^Limifi, he ihiprifon'd thofethat 
had efcap'd.the Shipwreck, and feiz'd their 
Effc£ts, and would not (b much as fulfer the 
Ship that had the Princefles on board to en- 
ter his Harbour, but was (o cruel as to leave 
them expoied to the Wind and Seas. The 
Fleet ^t length pin'd again on the Coaft of 
Cyprus , and Richard heard, with extream In- 
lugnation, the Barbarity of Ifaac towards 
the Euglijb i but, not to retard his Voys^e^ 
icntonly to demand the Prifonersj but re* 
ceiving an infulting Aniwer, he j^t about 
landing his Men, and (o furioufly attacked 
ifaac, that he compeird him to ab^indon the

Shore, after having made great l^dck of 
bis Troops. The Eugl^ im^avmg their 
Advantage, w«nt idire&j^. ao<i.a&Bdoed die 
City df Lim^, whidii the^ canifcd by. tHe 
firft Attadc^ and ^ if4uu::,.ymk- hUs ooly 
Daughter, \re|«;made Prifoncn^ iHe cariieft'*' 
ly be^ught Richard not to put him in lions, 
who, infuking over his X^sfortvine, giaiBCed 
him his Requdl, in a iioetd Senfe,.i^xam^ 
tnanding him to Be bound ifX Stket Vat^ 
ters. Here it- was that:: Rifchofd coofli* 
mated his Marriage with Befien^lla, A^ 
bout this Time Saiadme teame\Mafter of 
Fakfihie, AndofJ^rufakpf. For the Rje* 
covery of this loft Kingdom it was that the 
Kings o( France and Ei^aud had undertakeil 
the prefent Expedition, with iiumerous Ar- 
mies made up of all the Nadons of Emafe^ 
but chiefly the Fr^cib and &tr^p. £ef(we 
PhHip's Arrival in PakJIim, mvers Chtifium 
Princes had jointly laid Si^ to Actts, ot 
Vtolemals^ which Siege had already laliM d 
whole Year. -As fbon as PjWJp/who ix^A 
fiift from Meffmuy had landed kis Me»^ he

cnamp'd sbunci die. City, and continued 
file Sicge^ diough innth little Succeii. Bkhard 
anriVing afteirwards with frefii Troops, vigo- 
foufly carried ic on; and at length, after 
Salaaku had. made chvers firuitleis Attempts 
to mfe the: Siege, the City furrender'd up- 
on Terras. 

The tricing of -/icres feem'd to encourage 
tbe two Kings to form .firefh Proje<Sts : But 
^ofl; as dre CBriftian Army expeded to march 
iojirkfitigm, a Diflehfion * arofe between 
the two Leaders, which £ruftrated their £x« 
pedations. Richard had acquired a certain 
Supcfiority, which extreamly mortified the 
King of Vranct, His Jealoufy was viHble 
on all Occasions ; but as he durfl not openly 
complain, that his Rival was more reipeded 
than himi^lf^ he fought (bme other Pretences 
tO' colour his Refentment. The firft he 
made uie of^ was to demand of Richard half 
the Ule of Cyprus, pretending that their 
A<^eement was, equally to ihare all their 
Conquefts. Richard made Anfwer, that the

Articks of their Convention rdated only, to 
what Ihould be won from the Infidels, This 
Difputc went fb far,. tha.t Philip refolved to 
return.hpmfej in the midft or thcie Heats 
and Contefts, they were both (cized with the 
fame Diftempcr, which had iike to have car- 
ried them ofFj but they got over it only with 
the loCs of their Hair. After their Recove- 
ry, -tiichard appeared more e^r than ever, 
to puih on his Conquefls over the l^ideh. 
But Philip continued his Refolution of re- 
turning to France. One of the Articles of 
their Agreement was, that neither of them 
Ihould deiert the Cauie, without the others 
Confent. Richard mfiiled upon that ^r^iV/<, 
and refus'd to agree to Philip's Departure, till 
fuch time as they were Mafters of Jerufalemu 
However, as he could not conftrain him to 
ftay^ he left him to do as he pleaied. Upon 
quitting Paleftine^ he left 10,000 of his 
Men under the Command of ^he Duke of 
Burgundy. A little after the Departure of the 
King oi France, Richard apd Saladine exhibi- 
ted a Spedacle of Horror to their Armies, by 
commanding the Prifoners each had in his 
Power to be put to Death.

Soon after this he obtained a great Vido- 
ry over Saladinfy and continued his March 
towards the Maritime Cities of /ifcalon^ 
Jofpa, and Cafarea, which Saladine had 
thought fit to abandon, after having demo- 
liihVi their Walls. Richard repaired the Ci- 
ties, and erected Magazines for his Army, 

* ^yhich obliged this vidorious Prince to ftay 
fome rime at Joppa. As {don as the marirr 
time Plapes were (ufficicntly repair'd, he 
liiaEcli'd towards Jerufalemy whidi he had 
refolv'd to befiege. In his Way he had the 
good Fortune to meet the Balylon-Carofuan, 

r which w^ carrying to JerufaUm a prodigious . 
Quantity of rich Merchandizes, and Provi- 
Hoqs of all Kinds. The Caravan was guarded 
by |o,opo Horfcj who finding themfelves 
near the Chriftian Army, would immediately 
have retreated. But Richard taking with 

J him 5000 cho(en Horfemen, fell upon them 
with great Fury* and, having put them to 
Flight, became Mafter of the Caranjon, He 
|;ook, on this Occafion, 1 000 loaded Camels, 
^nd 4000 Horfcs, or Mules, with an inefti- 
rnable Booty, all which he order'd to be di- 
ilributed among his Soldiers. After this

lucky Rencounter, having continued on his 
March towards Jerufidtm,^ be came to a Hill,- 
feom whence he had the Plcafure to htvc^ 
that famous City, the caking of which was 
the chief End of his Expedition. 

In the mean time, as the Country round 
^bout was dcftitute of Forrage, he iaw htnri- 
(clf under the fatal Necellity of putting off 
the Siege till the next Spring, This DeB^ 
farniik'd his Enemies, and cnofe that envied 
hinli, with a Pretence to delert him, which 
they did, the Duke of Aufiria leading the 
Way, and the Duke of Burgimdy quickly 
following him. This, with the News he re- 
cciv'dof whatwas doing in England, occa- 
fixMx'd hisconfenting toa three Year's Truce 
^idb SakMnty a^er he .had gain'd fevecal 
Advant^cs fiw the Chriflians, one of which 
was, that they ihoald have Liberty to go in 
Pilgrimage tajerufalem, without paying any 
thing for it, and have free Commerce through- 
om all SidaMnes Dominions. The Treaty 
bdng concladed, Richard fent Saladine wordi 
that -he mi^t depend upon feeing him again, 
to try on(te.more to wreft the Holy Land ovit 
of his Hands.. The Suhan, v/ith a Polite- 
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ncfs which had nothing of the Barharian in 
tt,i nctum'-d for Aniwcr, That, ^ it mfl he 
ifis ^tt toiafe thaf Patt «f hh Dominions, ht 
had rather k fiedd he t» the King <of £nglatul 
than to ofify other Mmar^intheM^crli. Thw 
ended the ^tnous £ir»/^^ which had dratn'd 
France dnd Ef^aiad both of Men and Mmt^^ 
imwing but of very Jitde Benefit to ine 
Ekfiem ChrUHans; yf\M it rmia'd thofr of 
niLf, by tbe prodigious Sums thereia «. 
pended. 

. TkeA&trsofdieEa& being {ettled^Si£-i&4r^9 
impatient to ronsrn to Em^andy embark'd ja 
^toUmais yhmh^n^ fiiipwicck'd on theCoa£fc 
of Ijkia, between Aftuda and Venice^ he &Q 
into the Hands of the Dake of ^«j/!btar, susl 
being demanded by the Bmperor, Himr^ YI» 
lie was ddiyered up to him. At length faa^ 
ving remain'd fifteen Months a Pcifbner^ he 
was let at Liberty, and returned lafe to Bag- 

Alter what Manner die (ad Catapr<^ d£ 
ids Death was to have been introduc*^ in the 
IbHowing Tragedy, we arc at a Lofs to know ; 
iiowevet^ the tme Occa^cDa of it was as 
follows. 

A LimO' 
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A Limjm Gentleman having fbundi in his 
EftatCj a Treafure which had been hid there 
for many Ages : The King ptctended, that 
as it were found in a Country of which he^ 
had the Sovereignty (being held of the 
Dutchy c£ Guieme) it bclpng'd to him. 
The Gentleman was willing to compound the 
Matter, by giving him parti, but finding he 
was bent upon having me whole, he applied 
to Vidomar, Vifcount oi Limoges, for Protec* 
tion, who flielter'd him in his Caflle of Cha^ 
luz.' Richard, who had not been wottt to 
meet with Oppofition from his Inferiors^ 
jnarch'd diredly into Limofin, in order to lay , 
Siege to the Caftle to which the Gentleman 
liad retir'd. When he came nigh the Place, 
he had a Mind to take a Turn round it, in 
order to view it. But as he approach'd too 
near, one Bertrand, an Archer, who was 
iipon the Walls, let fly an Arrow at him> 
which .flibt him in the Shoulder, clofe to his 
Neck. The Wound was not in it (elf mortal, 
but it proved fo thro'thetJnskilfulnefsofthe 
Surgeon. Ri^Wi's Behaviour after he was 
wounded, is mod pathetically dcfcribed in 
thi« Tragedy.

laid dovcn' kdniirable Roles for the Government 
of our Thoughts. And fueh as nothing but a 
deep In%ht ^nto our Nature ^hd Paflions, long 
Experieace, and nice and conftani Qbfervatioa 
could Mstm him withal. A brief Sum of what 
he has there' fai^is^ this. Firfty he ftiews what 
Power a Man lias^over his own Thoughts. 
-And, Secondly y wherein the Art of governing 
them confifts. After having premifed a little 
atout the Difference of Mens Complexions, 
and the natural and acquired Power that one 
has more than another, nay, aod even then him- 

ielf 
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felf at difFerent Times to regulate his Thoughts, 
he proceeds to lay dowa five general Propofi* 
tions, 

J. Th,at the firft Motions pf our Minds, the? 
ever i<) irregiriai^, ^re not in our Power. The 
taufe pf ^hieb is, that they are produced fi» 
'quicif, that there is not Time enough givew 
tor Reafon to interpofe and ftop them. His 
][nftances pf a paflionate, opi'niative, and amo- 
rous Man, ^re- finely managed. Here I would 
prefume tO add an Obfervatlon of my owB,Firfip 
The more iiTegglar and incoherent thefe Moti- 
pns ^re, the Tefs are they to be fubjefted to 
rule, for 'm,^ c|ofe Conne^on and Dependance 
of one Thought i|pon another, it is poffible 
for a Man to ^I'eiee, that he will naturally, if 
be indulge the Bent of his prefent Inclinatir 
pns, run into fuch or fuch a Scene of Fancy. 
Thiis you may begin very Innocently, and a& 
ter your Thoughts have ranged a while, con- 
clude very Guilty. This.happens ofi:en in Dift 
courfe, but th^t may he imputed to the Turn 
of a vicious pancy ; but the Cafe is the iam^ 
pr yery near it, inourconverfing with ourfelves, 
Froceied wp to the (ccpnd Propofition. 

II. Whek a Man^s Mind isvigorouOy af- 
feGted and poJTefled, either with me outward 
Objeds of Senfe, or with inward Pafllons of 
any Kin(l ; in that Cafe he has little or no 
Command of his Thoughts. His Mind will ba 
fo wholly taken up, with that .it is then lull 
oS, that ne. will not be able, till thoie Impref^ 

wons 
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fKms arc worn of, to think freely of what he 
^leaics. Inftance in i^in, Grief, Refentment 
lor an Affront given, i^c. Laftly, in a Perfon*a 
coming hot from Bufinefs, hearing good or bad 
News, to Prayers, in fuch a Cafe as this by the 
irery JVfake and Nature, we cannot turn our 
felves from one Bufinefs to another without due 
(ponfideratioiv 

IIL When a f^znh Thoughts are forced upon 
hina, as it were, from th? prefent Temper, and 
Indifnofitipn of his Body, So that^ tho' he hav6 
iioODJe^:s to entertaiA him, pay, tho^ he have 
made ever fo many Refolutions to avoid them, 
yet they will ftill recur to him. This is tlie Gafe 
pi a feveriOi and difturbed Perfon, and of deep* 
Jy Hypcondriacks, many of which wll be haunt- 
ed with a Set of Fancies, that they can by no 
Means get rid of, tho* they defign it ever fo 
carneftly. Sometimes they think they are Infidek 
and Atheifts, ibmetimes blafphemous Thoughts 
ipoil their Intention. Sometimes again they 
fency themfel vcs guilty of many Crinaes, becauic 
they imagine that they give Confent to them. 
And then fo very pervene they are, that they 
will apply every Paifege in the Bible, or a Ser- 
mon, to their own Cafe, and fo increafe their 
Trouble, and confirm themielves in their ex- 
travagant Notions. Thefe the good Biihop 
Reckons by no Means the free, natural, and vo- 
luntary Operations of their own Minds, but the 
£ffe6;$ oi Vapours and Melancholy; and gives 
them no better a Namie than waking Chreams, as 
our I>reanis are our ileeping Fancies.: This is a

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^% Diftempcr, andmii^ have a botiily Curei 
The beft Way is to defpife ani^ negleO:, rathj?r 
than ftniggle and parley with thefe Fancies^ 
tUvc L would again add (pniet^ing, whijch is^ 
that fome. vidoOis Fancies, that have a long while 
habituateci themfelves to fome Thoughts, wilt 
find a Similitude in every Objeft to their Pur- 
pp^, they can fee nothing, like Jaundice £ye$y 
but what %hi^ tindure apd difcolour by their 
impious Imagination.

Remedy ;»s not to ihut our Eyes, but 
purg^ our Hearts. He next flarts an ObieAioA 
Irooa his Inftaiice of Hypocondriack Perfons a- 
^ainft the Freedom of Thinking, for if thefe Per-' 
fens are thus neceifarily p^dive, where is the 
J-ibertv of Thought? He owns, I think, that 
thefc Chafes are Exceptions, but all Perfons with- 
<mt them may, among the multitude of Qbje^s^ 
cbufe any one, and intend fb as to leave no room 
l^r; others to]ntrude« So that it confifts ia gos 
liberty, of chufing any Subject of our Thoughts^ 

V. Though w^ have a Power over oar 
Thoughts in dire^ing them to a particular Ob« 
jeft, yet we have another Power over them, in 
which is laid the very Foundation of Vertue and 
Vice^ and upon Account of it, all our Thoughts 
become either morally good, or evil; And thisi$ 
ottr Compliance with, or Diflent from any of 
t'hefe Motions, for though we cannot help their 
coming into oar Heads^ we may chuie whetf^r 
we approve theaa or aot# If w# do, (m pica of 
* oVigi- 
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erigiiial Corruption is not valid, bthfcfv^^i^ it! 
Imjf be a ftrffideiit Excufe; 

After this Account; how far theif may be 
Governed, follow five Directions for the govern-' 
ingoftheift* ^ 

I. To chiffe that f6r the rftain BuGnefi 6f ouif 
tife, which is really fuch. And l^f no doiibt 
is Religion, which,- did we but purfue with the 
fame Steadinefs that others d'o their feculact ^In^ 
terefts, we fhould ^nd as niany Chartos f i> It, a^ 
they, for all their Boafts, do m their Purfihks, 
fhobld think of it as often, and with Wore Plea-; 
fure than thofe Wordlings do their Delights and 
SenfualitieS. 

II. To avoid Idlenefs and loofe Company, b6tlf 
which ftrangely unhinge the Mind, and difarmi 
it of that Severity which is its beft Guard againff 
fuch Temptations. Idlenefs is the Mother of 
moft of thefe foad Fancies and extravagant 
Thoughts. But as for loofe arid impertinfent 
Company, though it may look, perhaj^s, with a 
better Grace than the other, yet the Effefts of it 
are the fame^ For can it be fuppofed, that Peo-* 
pie who fpend their Time in Merritoent, Play, 
hearing and telling News, vifiting, and being 
vifited, i^c. fhould not think of thefe Things; 
nay, not to a Fault ; fhould be very light and 
frothy, nay, Profane arid Atheiflical too, accori 
dii^ to the View of the Company they light oa 

IIL T<r 
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HI. To fupprcfs the fifft Motions of thefe 
Thoughts, to Aifle them in thek Infancy, that 
they grow not up and do*Mifchief, check, their 
^Rifings, and blufh to think of the Confequences 
if they Ihould ripen into Actions, and produce 
Sin. This will not only lay the prefent Tumult, 
but, by decreps, gain us fo habitual a Command 
over our felves, as to be troubled with very fe\y 
of thefe inppcrtiioent Companions, and tbefe too 
fuch as we njiay cafily £hal^e off, and get rid of at 
pur Will and PIf afure;. 

. IV. For not dnly the avoiding of bad, but the 
getting a perpetual Supply of good Thoughts, 
^hich, like a running Springs may cherifl^ and 
lieat all our Con verfation ; we muft take Care 
to meditate much, read good Books, and keep 
the beft Company, which will ftore us with fucli
